Herewith, I am sending to you for your 
examination the reproductions of the ceins 
for your article. I hope they will meet with 
your approval as Mre Wood, our Curator, has 
taken special care with them. These have 
been intentionally made larger for ease in 
inking them in, but they will, of course, be 
reduced when the cuts are prepsred. 


I am sending at the same time, a speci- 
men of the font we propose to use in the trans- 
literation of the inscriptions. It is especial- 
ily difficult for us to get a font in the sise 
of letter necessary for our monograph, and to 
have one that contains such unusual letters as 
are required. The chief difficulty, as you 
will see, is with the Runic U, but with your 
parenthetical explanation and with the help of 
the plates, I think we shall have reasonably 
overcome the difficulty. 


Will you let me have a response as prompt- 
ly as possible, as wo shall await this before 
handing the manuscript to the printer? It is 
our purpose then to send you a single proof; and 
with this, we hope to send the zinc cuts from 
the plate which is enclosed herewith. 


At the time you receive first proof, if you 
will let me have a list of those to whom you wish 
the monograph sent, we shall be very glad to mail 
them for you; or, we can send the 50 copies to 
which you are entitled, as author, to you for such
